Little Talks on Health and Hygiene

Common tasks are important, be- 


cause they are common. For example 
washing 
dishes. 
Everybody may 


not wash dishes, but they eat from 
dishes that someone has washed. 


To properly cleanse dishes and eat- 


ing utensils, they should be washed 
and rinsed in boiling water. Wash- 
ing in lukewarm water, even with 
soap, is not sufficient 


There are numerous conmunica- 


ble diseases caused by germs which 
are present in the mouths of those 
who are afflicted 
Peeople 
in the 


various stages of tuberculosis, diph- 
theria, syphilis, etc., may transfer 
disease germs from their mouths to 
eating utensils 
Unless, these are 


sterilized by boiling water, they are 
a source of danger to whoever may 
use them subsequently. 


Forks 
in particular, because of 


their construction, are different to 
cleanse thoroughly and should be 
washed with care. 


In public eating houses, exception- 


al attention should be given to the 
sterilization of eating utensils and 
drinking glasses. Care in the choice 
and preparation of food is easily off- 
set by careless handling of the ser- 
vice.

LESSON FOR OCTOBER 1 


PLOT THAT FAILED. 


LESSON TEXT—Acts 23. 
GOLDEN 
TEXT—They 
shall 
fight 


against thee, but they shall not prevail 
against thee, for I am •nith thee, saith 
Jehovah, to deliver thee —Jer. 1.19. 


The stirring events of this lesson oc- 


curred in the Castle Antonia and the 
Sanhednn hall, near the temple court 
of Jerusalem; also in Caesarea, the 
Roman capital of Judea, on the Medi- 
teranean coast, in the year A. D. 57, 
just at the close of Paul's third mis- 
sionary journey. The lesson pictures 
t\\o successive dajs of strange ad%'en- 
tures in which Paul was concerned, a 
narrow escape and the unexpected 
providences used in his deliverance. 
The day was inaugurated by Paul's 
magic words "I am a Roman citizen," 
which caused the commander, Lysias, 
to release him from the threatened 
scourging, and made him more than 
ordinarily careful in his treatment of 
Paul. 


I. Before the Elders (vv. 1-12). By 


referring back to chapter 21, v. 13, v\e 
find tie charge -y\hich really underlay 
all of Paul's trouble, his preaching in 
the name of the Lord Jesus. Paul's 
defense is interesting. He gives us a 
rehearsal of his Christian life, laying 
emphasis upon its blamelessness and 
the fact that he is not an apostate 
Jew. The high priest speaks to silence 
him, but not gently. Although Paul 
for a moment seems to gwe way to his 
justifiable indignation, he quickly re- 
veals his reverence for the rulers of 
the people. He then divides the san- 
hedrin. Head carefully chapter 22:6-7, 
and compare with verses 17 and 18. 
The sanhedrm could not explain this 
testimony of Paul, and were seeking 
to put aside the whole question. An 
interesting discussion would be to con- 
sider the insult to Paul. "Was his in- 
dignation right and rightly expressed? 
Another question, the matter of Paul's 
apology. Just for what did he apolo- 
gize? Is it ever wrong to speak evil 
of rulers? These were indeed days of 
stress and storm. Was Paul justified 
in dividing the sanhedrin in order to 
conquer their 
opposition to him? 


Again, how God used these incidents 
in the furtherance of the gosped is a 
suggestive lesson for us all. 
It has 


been hinted that Ananias was not in 
his priestly garments, and therefore 
perha'ps not readily recognized by 
Paul. JPaul may never have seen him, 
as he was elected high priest after 
Paul had left the council. It is inter- 
esting to note that it is not said that 
anyone struck Paul or that Paul did 
not apologize for his words or deny 
them to be true, but only for their be- 
ing spoken to the high priest. Bead 
In this connection what Christ said to 
the Pharisees (Matt. 23:27). Paul ap- 
ologized because he had broken the 
la-w found in Exodus 22:28. In the 
trial of Christ one of the officers struck 
Jesus •with the palm of his hand, 
•whereupon Jesus answered Mm, say- 
ing: "If I have spoken evil, bear wit- 
ness of the evil, but If well, why smlt- 
est thou me?" 
On the other hand, 


when Jesus was Ill-treated by the com- 
mon soldires, he opened not his mouth. 


II. The Plot and Deliverance (w. 12- 


35). Paul's prospect was not a pleas- 
ant one. In his darkness God appeared 
to his faithful servant to cheer him 
(t. 11). Perhaps Paul was tempted to 
think he had made a mistake In com- 
ing to Jerusalem over the protests of 
his friecras, but evidently the Lord 
heartily approved of his testimony 
there. A dangerous conspiracy was 
forming against him, but God was, as 
he always is, beforehand with his com- 
fort and preparation for the crisis. We 
have often speculated as to what be- 
came of the forty men who entered 
liito it (see v. 12)—whether they ac- 
tually lived up to their oath. If they 
did, they must have died of starvation. 
They were determined men, willing to 
go any length, and fancied they were 
doing the will of God. There is no 
more dangerous man than he who fan- 
cies that he must be the judge as to 
who are God's friends and who are his 
foes, and that ho is the appointed exe- 
cutioner of God's judgment. The plot 
was well laid, and seemed certain of 
success, but it failed miserably. (See 
Psalm 2:1-4; 04:1-10; Isaiah 41:10). 
The wicked, who leave God out of 
their plans, no matter how cunningly 
they plot, are doomed to failure (Rom. 
8:31). These plotters co-operated with 
the priest. Ecalesiastics have often 
descended to the lowest villainy. Men 
are not murdered today, though their 
reputations are often blasted by un- 
principled and hellishly impelled pro- 
fessed followers of the lowly Naza- 
rene. Paul had friends In this city. 
His nephew's d'iscovery and revelation, 
and the Gentile soldier, a colonel, ef- 
fered his deliverance. In the boy's 
heart there must have been great ad- 
miration for the uncle. It would be 
well for teachers of boys to have them 
repeat In their own language this boy's 
story. Pawl was not safe In Jerusa- 
lem. The Roman governor recognized 
the nature of the conspiracy, and the 
desperate character of the Jewish fa- 
natics, and therefore sent him xinder a 
strong guard to Ca^'area, which was 
reached after a jouinew on horseback, 
lasting through the night and^the fol- 
lowing day.

The point is that you are more cer- 


tain to make a success of hog growing 
if you do keep the boar away from 
the rest of the herd, hasten his de- 
velopment, save his strength and keep 
an exact account of the breeding dates 
Whether better stock, in better condi- 
tion and more pigs saved from a litter 
is worth trying for 'is something every 
hog raiser will have to settle for him- 
self. 


During the summer the boar is not 


much more trouble to take care of 
when penned up than he would be if 
running with the herd. Where there 
is a lot big enough to furnish green 
feed he will need but one feed of grain 
a day and if the pen or lot is handy to 
the barn that will be very little trou- 
ble. Water must be furnished, of 
course, and it should be of reason- 
able purity. 


After the boar is well developed the 


harm done by letting him run with the' 
herd will not be serious. But from 
the time he is four or five months old, 
till he reaches the end of his first, 
year, it is important that he be kept 
to himself. Where the boar is given 
this much of an opportunity to grow, 
bone and muscle he will usually get 
along all right when permitted to stay 
with hogs six months old and older, j 


Unless he can be given the proper' 


sort «£ a lot to run in, is fed enough 
and kept growing, it will be better not 
to try to keep him up at all. If the 
only place for him is in a dry lot and 
he is not fed right and watered regu- 
larly it will be better to let him run, 
with the rest of the herd and-take his 
. chances with them on the pasture.

FROM ANTHRACNOSE 


Highly Desirable That Growers 


Become Acquainted With 


Disease of Raspberry. 


(By J C. WHITTEN, Missouri Agrlcul- 
, 
tural College.) 


The fungous disease, anthracnose, is 


very prevalent in Missouri this year, if 
'the letters and infected raspberry 
Istems received at the Missouri agrlcul- 
jtural experiment station are any indi- 
''cation. Officers ~of the department of 
•horticulture doing work over the state 
also find that in some localities an- 
thracnose is causing-much more dam- 
age than usual. 


The present season is too a'dvanced 


to give any very es'sential treatment. 


Pruning back the fruiting canes more 
^severely than usual in late winter or 
early spring, and (2) spraying the 
canes thoroughly with bordeaux mix- 
ture just before the buds begin growth 
in the spring. Spray before the canes 
leaf out as the leaves are very suscep- 
tible to burning from spray. 


Anthracnoserspotted c.anes 
cannot 


carry as much fruiting wood &s healthy 
ones. For that reason the side branches 
should be cut shorter than usual. Cut 
those branches most spotted with the 
disease, most severely, so as to elimi-
